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Village Employes to Be Covered 
Columbiana Acts 
On Insurance Plan

COLUMBIANA - V i l l a g e 
Council last night Instructed So­ 
licitor John Beck to prepare 
legislation to provide employes 
and their dependents with in­ 
surance, in accordance with a 
plan submitted by Wayne Bauer 
and Time Insurance Co. 
Details are expected to be 
revealed when the ordinance is 
read at the next Council meet­ 
ing. 
Council chamber was crowded 
with the expectation that fur­ 
ther action would be taken on a 
motion introduced at the last 
Council session by John Robin­ 
son to rescind the ordinance 
banning the extension of serv­ 
ices outside of the village lim­ 
its. 
LaVeme Esenwein and Ron­ 
ald Oser, who contemplate de­ 
velopment of land east of town, 
Inquired into the details of the 
comprehensive plan presently 
being developed by the engi­ 
neering firm of Morris E. Nall 
& Associates for the village. 
Councilman R. K. McKee in 
reply to Oser’s questions said 
that the plan includes an area 
of three miles outside of the 
tillage limits, only insofar as 
this area would affect the pos­ 
sible village growth. Sewer, wa­ 
ter and electric service details 
are inchided in the specific 
plans for each of those depart­ 
ments only within the village. 
“ We can’t plan for you until 
we get you,” stated McKee. 
Specific discussion centered 
around the 
sewage pumping 
station on the northeast corner 
of Firestone Park. Indications 
were that this station needs 
substantial improvement or re­ 
placement. 
Council 
approved 
the 
pur­ 
chase of the Sarah Walker prop­ 
erty, a lot lying directly north 
of the town hall and fire station, 
and Mayor Dale Kampfer indi­ 
cated that this was done with 
an eye to eventual enlargement 
of the building. 
Also purchased was property 
lying adjacent to the present 
Disposal Plant on the west side 
of town formerly known as the 
Anderson property, now owned 
by Sam Lindsay, Sr., Sam and 
Berl Lindsay, ana 
the 
Dora 
Inman estate. 
Kampfer explained that this 
property will be the location for 
materials and equipment stor­ 
age building needed by the Vil­ 
lage that is presently on the 
drawing boards. 
Final action was taken on the 
annexation of 8.48 acres of the 
John Yereb property at the cor 
ner of Southern Ave. and what 
is presently known as Oil Well 
Road. A petition is also before 
Council to have the name of 
Oil Well Road changed to Cam 
elot Drive. 


The Yereb property will be­ 
come a part of the village with­ 
in 30 days of last night’s action, 
having already been approved 
by the County Commissioners. 
The site will house an apart­ 
ment complex being developed 
by the Yerebs. 
There will be a meeting, third 
in a series, of the residents east 
of town now considering the 
possibility of annexing into the 
village, at Heck’s restaurant at 
8 p.m.

Court Hears 
Arguments In 
Copestick Case . 


The 
Ohio 
Supreme Court 
heard arguments Tuesday on a 
motion to certify the record of 
the trial of Charles Copestick, 
26, former East Liverpool resi­ 
dent who has been in “ death 
row” at the state penitentiary 
since last November. 
The jury convicted Copestick 
Nov. 8 of first degree murder 
in the pistol slaying of his es­ 
tranged wife, Rebecca Mae, 19, 
as they sat in a parked car 
June 19, 1966. She was shot five 
times in the head. 
Copestick’s court - appointed 
counsel, Donald Shay and G. 
William Brokaw of East Liver­ 
pool, argued the motion. Pros­ 
ecuting Atty. J. Warren Bettis 
and assistant James D. Primm 
Jr. opposed it. 
Attorneys said the hearing! 
provided background on which 
the Supreme Court will decide 
whether to hear the appeal. 
Shay and Brokaw appealed in 
June after the Seventh District 
Court of Appeals affirmed the 
judgment of the trial court. 
Judge Raymond S. Buzzard of 
Common Pleas Court last No­ 
vember sentenced Copestick to 
die in the electric chair April 
12. The appellate court stayed 
the execution and. on denying 
the appeal, set Aug. 1 as the 
new execution date. A second 
stay was allowed by the Su­ 
preme Court.

Draft Foes Avoid 


Fights With Police 


OAKLAND, Calif. (A P) - An­ 
tidraft demonstrators shifted to 
peaceful picketing at the Oak­ 
land Armed Forces

Center today after capping a 
violent 24-hour period with a 
decision to avoid new battles 
with police. 
Some 500 persons maintained 
a quiet vigil at dawn.

That is why 
the new safety regu latio n will meet o nly limit­ 
ed su ccess. 
Yo u can lead a ho rse to water bu t y o u can’t 
harness him to the tro u gh.

Bu t mo re imp o rtantly the redu ctio n 
wo u ld no t hav e any effect at all o n the federal 
bu dget. 
Federal mo ney 
fo r highway co nstru ctio n 
co mes fro m a sp ecial tru st fu nd, no t fro m gen­ 
eral tax rev enu e. It canno t be sp ent fo r any ­ 
thing else. 
Mo ney fo r the Federal Highway Tru st Fu nd 
co mes fro m tax es o n fu el, o il and tires, u se tax ­ 
es fro m tru cks, tax es o n new bu ses and tru cks 
and tax es o n p arts and accesso ries fo r tru cks 
and bu ses. 
No t a single cent o f mo ney fro m the United 
States Treasu ry finds its way into the highway 
tru st fu nd. 
The Jo hnso n administratio n’s u nderhanded 
ap p ro ach to a natio nal eco no mic crisis sho u ld 
strengthen the reso lv e o f ev ery co ngressman to 
see that sp ending is bro u ght into line.

They o we it to the majo ri­ 
ty to keep as mu ch p eace and q u iet as p o ssi­ 
ble. They o we it to the majo rity to call a halt 
to the cu lt o f ex cessiv ism in all its mo dern 
fo rms — to o -lo ng hair, to e-tight p ants, to o -sho rt 
skirts, to o -to o hairdo es, to -mu ch maku p and 
to o -to o ev ery thing else. 
They kno w that ev ery time they do their jo b 
there will be cackling and flap p ing amo ng p eo ­ 
p le who nev er miss a chance to shriek that in­ 
div idu alism is being stifled.

U.N. Onl y Sounding Board

In the United Natio ns it is bu siness as u su al. 
Secretary General U Thant, who seems to 
distru st the United States mo re than ev er, co n­ 
tinu es to p redict do o m. 
Many p erso ns ask if the U.N. serv es a v alu ­ 
able fu ncticn. 
The internatio nal situ atio n has deterio rated 
co nsiderably , the secretary general said in his 
annu al rep o rt to the General Assembly . The 
tendency is increasing fo r "reco u rse to v io lence 
o r the threat o f v io lence thro u gho u t the wo rld.” 
The Ru ssians, as u su al, are o p p o sed to Unit­ 
ed States effo rts to inv o lv e the Secu rity Co u ncil 
in Vietnam p eacemaking. 
Mo wco w canno t agree — net p u blicly at least 
— to a discu ssio n o f Vietnam in the United Na­ 
tio ns becau se this wo u ld weaken Ru ssia’s p o si­ 
tio n as Hano i’s adv o cate in the ey es cf the 
Co mmu nist wo rld. 
It wo u ld bo lster Red Chinese p ro p aganda that 
the "rev isio nists” in the Kremlin are co nsp iring 
with the American "imp erialists.” 
It wo u ld also disp lease Reds like Fidel Castro 
who believ es that he kno ws better than the 
Ru ssians ho w to su bv ert natio ns and make re­ 
v o lu tio ns. 
The Arabs, who were defeated by Israel, 
wo u ld like the United Natio ns to giv e them the 
v icto ry that elu ded them o n the battlefield. Bu t, 
as u su al, they refu se to reco gnize Israel’s right 
to ex ist and to nego tiate directly with the Is­ 
raeli go v ernment. 
Israel, in tu rn, will r.o t bu dge fro m its p re­ 
sent bcrders u nless the Arabs agree to direct 
nego tiatio ns. 
Fo r a majo rity o f the African delegates the 
majo r issu e is white co lo nialism. At each ses­ 
sio n o f the General Assembly they hiv e their 
o wn p ermanent list o f internatio nal p rio rities. 
"A p lagu e o n all their ho u ses,” an African 
delegate said. "We mu st no t p ermit the co n­ 
flicts in Vietnam and the Middle East to o b­ 
scu re the real issu e, which is co lo nialism.” 
The Africans fight amo ng themselv es. But 


they are u nited in their effo rts to destro y 
"white” Rho desia and So u th Africa and "liber­ 
ate” the Po rtu gu ese territo ries o f Ango la and 
Mo zambiq u e. 
Yet the United Natio ns has its u ses in inter­ 
natio nal dip lo macy . It p ro v ides a neu tral meet­ 
ing gro u nd fo r to p American and Ru ssian dip lo ­ 
mats. 
Pu blicly , the Ru ssians co ntinu e to castigate 
the American imp erialists as the so le enemies 
o f wo rld p eace. Bu t p riv ately they discu ss with 
the United States so me o f the issu es that dis­ 
tu rb the p eace. 
The Ru ssians are no t as adamant o n the Mid­ 
dle East as they claim in the glare o f wo rld­ 
wide p u blicity . They want, in their o wn inter­ 
ests, to reo p en the Su ez Canal. They wo u ld like 
to ex tricate themselv es, witho u t the lo ss o f 
face, fro m President Nasser’s Middle Eastern 
fiasco . 
U.S. Secretary o f State Dean Ru sk and Ru s­ 
sia’s Fo reign Minister Andrei Gro my ko hav e al­ 
ready had secret talks at a p riv ate dinner 
where they ex changed v iews o n Vietnam and 
the Middle East. Mo re su ch dinners will fo llo w 
when Gro my ko retu rns. 
The o ld idea that when dip lo mats talk the 
gu ns remain silent is no lo nger tru e in o u r era 
cf intense natio nalist q u arrels and Red-sp o n­ 
so red wars o f natio nal liberatio n. 
Nev ertheless, the U.N. General Assembly is a 
u sefu l fo ru m where the new mini-sattes blo w 
o ff steam and attack the United States to their 
hearts’ co ntent. Occasio nally , they ev en p resent 
ratio nal p o sitio ns o n a wide range o f to p ics. 
The United Natio ns also p ro v ides gainfu l em­ 
p lo y ment fo r a ho st o f jo u rnalists fro m many 
lands who rep o rt co p io u sly the p ro no u ncements 
o f the delegates fro m their o wn co u ntries. A 
sp eech by "their delegate,” ho wev er triv ial, is 
alway s fro nt p age stu ff fo r the newsp ap ers o f 
their co u ntries. 
All in all, the United Natio ns is no t a to tal 
failu re. So metimes, it ev en do es so me go o d. 
After all, it was the U.N. that arranged the 
u neasy tru ce in the Middle East. 
Russia Veers to Capital ism 


The Su p reme So v iet, Ru ssia's p arliament — 
to o u nwieldy fo r any legislativ e u se with so me 
900 members — is ex p ected to ratify ex ecu tiv e 
decisio ns to increase wages and liberalize 
fringe benefits fo r Ru ssian wo rkers when it 
meets Oct. 10. 
The changes will net go into effect u ntil Jan. 
1, bu t the decisio n is being made no w to co in­ 
cide ro u ghtly with the 50th anniv ersary o f the 
Bo lshev ik rev o lu tio n. 
The new rates rep resent a cau tio u s in­ 
tro du ctio n cf incentiv es in the Ru ssian p ro du c­ 
tio n stru ctu re. Altho u gh co u ched in the co n­ 
v entio nal jargo n o f Co mmu mism, the eco no mic 
mo v es mu st o e regarded as significant. 
Su ccess o f the eco no mic refo rms might bring 
the 233 millio n p eo p le o f the So v iet Unio n clo s­ 
er than no w to the liv ing standards o f Western 
Eu ro p e and redu ce tensio n between the East 
and West. 
Du ring the sp an o f fiv e decades, Co mmu nist 
Ru ssia has p ro gressed fro m the statu s o f a 
backward natio n to the wo rld’s seco nd-ranking 
indu strial p o wer, in terms o f gro ss natio nal 
p ro du ct. 
The measu res, bo th in terms o f wages and 
benefits, are largely directed to ward imp ro v ing 
the lo t o f the less afflu ent p o rtio n o f the p o p u la­ 
tio n. The rise in the minimu m wage — to 
ro u ghly $6 6 .6 0 a mo nth — actu ally ap p lies 
to a 
fairly limited nu mber o f u nskilled wo rkers, 
inclu ding charwo men, janito rs, and y ardmen. 
The av erage So v iet wage is abo u t $111 a 
mo nth. 
At the same time, machine to o l o p erato rs in 
engineering and metal wo rkers in general will 
receiv e hikes o f abo u t 15 p er cent du ring the 
first half o f 1968. Peo p le wo rking in the newly 
dev elo p ed areas o f the Far East and the No rth 
will receiv e sp ecial benefits and bo nu ses. 
Wo rkers will get three weeks o f p aid ho liday 
— o n the basis o f the new fiv e-day week — 
instead o f two . Sick p ay also will be increased. 
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So me 
wage 
tax es 
will 
be 
lo wered 
o r 
abo lished. All p ensio ners to so me degree will 
benefit by changes in the p ensio n scale. On the 
co llectiv e farms, retirement age will be re­ 
du ced to 60 fo r men, fro m 65, and 55 fo r wo m­ 
en, fro m 60. 
U.S. News & Wo rld Rep o rt states that a 
"new eco no mic p lan fo r the three-y ear p erio d 
beginning in 1968 is near ap p ro v al. Go als will 
be raised in bo th co nsu mer-go o ds p ro du ctio n 
and in heav y indu stry . 
The eco no mic refo rms o u tlined at the Party 
Central Co mmittee o f the So v iet Unio n in 
Sep tember 1965 are no w in their seco nd y ear. 
Hie Bu lletin o f the Institu te fo r the Stu dy o f 
the U.S.S.R. rep o rts: "As things sto o d at the 
end o f 1966, 673 enterp rises emp lo y ing 10 p er 
cent o f all indu strial wo rkers and acco u nting 
fo r o v er 12 p er cent o f to tal indu strial p ro du c­ 
tio n were o p erating u nder the new sy stem.” 
Ou tp u t fo r these enterp rises last y ear ro se an 
av erage o f 10 p er cent and labo r p ro du ctiv ity 8 
p er cent, as against an indu strial av erage o f 
8.6 p er cent and 5.5 p er cent resp ectiv ely . A 
mo dified fo rm o f cap italism — at the least the 
reco gnitio n o f the p ro fit mo tiv e — seems to be 
wo rking in Co mmu nist Ru ssia. 


Disregard

An incredible gap has been o p ened between 
the President o f the United States and v ario u s 
critics In Co ngress.

the Vietnam war issu e Interested in facts? 
Rep . Samu el Stratto n, D-N.Y., said in a 
sp eech that mo st o p p o nents o f the administra­ 
tio n’s Vietnam p o licy say : "My mind Is made 
u p —do n’t co nfu se me with the facts.” 
Ev en so eminent a sp o kesman as Secretary 
o f State Ru sk—a man dev o id o f p o litical chica­ 
nery and co ncerned o nly with the p ro p ft- co n­ 
du ct o f American dip lo macy thro u gho u t the 
wo rld—was held u p to sco rn in certain newsp a­ 
p ers after his fo rthright ex p lanatio n o f Amer- 
ic’s p o licies at a no table p ress co nference. 
Men o f intimate ex p erience in wo rld affairs 
are fijiiding the President. They hav e at hand 
co nfidential rep o rts fro m fo reign go v ernments 
friendly to u s. 
They hav e the benefit o f adv ice fro m tho se 
who hav e stu died carefu lly the maneu v ers o f 
bo th the Red Chinese and the So v iets in their 
wo rldwide effo rt to sp read Co mmu nist infl­ 
u ence and su bv ert weaker go v ernments. 
When the President o f the United States has 
to make a decisio n, he calls to his side men 
with a backgro u nd o n the Asian p ro blem far 
mo re ex tensiv e than p o ssessed, fo r instance, by 
the chairman o f the Senate Fo reign Relatio ns 
Co mmittee. 
Yet. senato r who o ccu p y imp o rtant p o sts in 
the u p p er ho u se sp eak o u t regu larly in criti­ 
cism o f the administratio n as they seek to cu r­ 
ry fav o r with p erso ns in America wh# do no t 
care what the argu ment in rebu ttal hap p ens to 
be. They are merely anx io u s to 
see the Viet­ 
nam War ended at any co st. 
This do es no t take into acco u nt the likeliho o d 
that, within a relativ ely sho rt time, ano ther 
wo rld war may dev elo p if America retreats in 
Vietnam. 
. 
Sen. Dirksen o f Illino is, leader o f the Rep u b­ 
licans, has taken issu e with the anti-Vietnam 
statements o f fello w senato rs, irresp ectiv e o f 
p arty . He declares that the co ndu ct o f the 
war sho u ld be left to military men and the 
President. Sen. Dirksen said he "shu ddered a 
little” when he heard a senato r state that 
President Jo hnso n had been "brainwashed." 
Hie Illino is senato r asks: 
"What do y o u think this do es to o u r p restige 
when o u r so ldiers read in newsp ap ers that o u r 
co mmander-in-chief has been brainwashed?” 
It is co nceiv able that the war may be ended 
befo re nex t y ear’s p residential camp aign be­ 
gins. If it isn’t, the American p eo p le will hav e 
to decide whether they want to desert their 
p resident in the midst o f a war. 
This facto r may p ro v e beneficial to the in­ 
cu mbent administratio n. The critics may find 
that p o p le will no t wish to risk a change o f 
administratio n, esp ecially If the o p p o sing candi­ 
date’s sp eeches leav e an imp ressio n he fav o rs 
ap p easing the enemy and letting So u theast Asia 
be tu rned o v er to co mmu nism. 
Prime Minister Chamberlain, after the Mu n­ 
ich co nference in 1938, receiv ed a go o d deal o f 
ap p lau se fro m p eo p le who tho u ght a war was 
being av erted. 
Hitler p ro mp tly misco nstru ed ap p easement as 
weakness, and in a few mo nths started Wo rld 
War II. 
The same mistake can be made again. Fail­ 
u re to fight the Vietnam War effectiv ely co u ld 
resu lt in a wo rld war which this time wo u ld 
threaten American ho mes. 
Casu alties co u ld rise to the millio ns, as co m­ 
p ared with the few tho u sands being sacrificed in 
Vietnam to day fo r a fu ndamental p rincip le — 
that small natio ns in Asia as well as Eu ro p e 
mu st be defended against actu al and p o tential 
aggressio n.

“ As long as we don’t dis­ 
locate anyone,” said Cranmer, 
“ we don’t have to tear anything 
down. According to the agree­ 
ment, we have the right to say 
no’ to any suggested demoli­ 
tion.” 
Councilman J. S. W i l s o n 
stressed the importance of mak­ 
ing the Columbiana authority 
understand Council’s intentions 
of using the housing for the eld­ 
erly only. The authority is del­ 
egated much of the govern­ 
ment’s power in overseeing the 
local project. 
“ Our original questions have 
still not been answered to our 
satisfaction,” said Councilman 
Charles Gibbs. “ We are being 
forced to do things the govern­ 
ment’s way and we won’t have 
a thing to say about it.”

Banks Aid Fanners 
Ohio banks were providing 
farmers with more credit and 
other financial services than 
any other lenders at the begin­ 
ning of this y ear, according to 
Charles E. Koch, executive vice 
president of the New Waterford 
Bank, who represents the Ohio 
Bankers Association as Colum­ 
biana County key banker. 
During 1966, the banks main­ 
tained their leadership in agri­ 
cultural credit 
services, 
he 
say s. 
Based on the 26th annual 
farm lending summary of the 
agricultural committee of the 
American Bankers Association, 
Koch reported that at the be­ 
ginning of the y ear, Ohio banks 
were helping farmers with $330 
million in loans, 9 per cent 
more than a y ear previous. This 
total included $162 million, in 
production loans and $168 mil­ 
lion in farm mortgages. 
At the same time, $122 mil­ 
lion in farm loans was held by 
life insurance companies; $170 
million by the Federal 
Land 
Banks; $129 million by Produc­ 
tion Credit Associations; and $7 
million in nonreal estate loans, 
plus $5 million in real estate 
loans by the Farm Home Ad­ 
ministration. About 54 per cent 
of the production credit extend­ 
ed by lending institutions to 
Ohio farmers came from b9nks.

The tubes are for use in GE’s 
large screen color television 
sets. Defective (obsolete) tubes 
are 
numbered: 
6EA4, 7EF4, 
and 6LC6 with white ink print­ 
ing only. Approved replacement 
tubes respectively are 
6EM4, 
6EJ4 and 6LM6. Most .of these 
tubes bear a GE label but some 
may carry labels of other tube 
companies. 
Dr. M. K. Singer, Columbiana 
County 
health commissioner, 
received a memorandum on the 
tubes Tuesday from Dr. E. W. 
Arnold, Ohio director of health. 
GE has recovered most of the 
defective tubes marketed with­ 
in its own distributor - dealer 
organization, but several thou­ 
sand of the defective tubes were 
sold to independent TV service 
establishments and electronic 
supply stores for use as re­ 
placements. 
Dr. Singer warned dealers 
the defective tubes may emit 
hazardous X-rays when install­ 
ed in a color set. He asks that 
a thorough search be made of 
ail tube stocks. The defective 
TV tubes should be withdrawn 
from stock and held for replace­ 
ment and-or reimbursement by 
GE. 
Individuals finding any of the 
defective tubes should contact 
their TV dealer and request the 
changes necessary, the doctor 
added.
